— The rules for a departmental com- 
petitive examination to be held by the Institute of Secretariat 
Training & Management (Examination Wing), Cabinet Secre- 
tariat (Department of Personnel & Administrative Reforms), 
New Delhi, in October, 1976 for the purpose of filling tempo- 
rary vacancies in Grade III of the Ccnlral Secretariat Steno- 
graphers* service. Grade 1 IJ of the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Stenographers’ Service, and Grade III of Stenogra- 
phers 1 Sub-cadre of Indian Foreign Service (B) are published 
lor general information, 

2. The number of vacancies in various Services to be filled 
on the result of the examination will be specified in the 
Notice issued by the Institute of Secretariate Training & 
Management (Examination Wing) Reservations will be made 
for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
tribes in respect of vacancies as .may be fixed by the Gov- 
ernment of India, 

Scheduled Castes /Tribes mean any of the Castes /Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes and Scheduler! Tribes 
I. fate (Modification) Order 1956, read with the Bombay Re- 
organisation Act, I960, and the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 
1966, the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Older 
(Amendment) Act 1956, the Constitution (Jammu 8c Kash- 
mir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution (Anda- 
man and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the 
Constitution (Dudra. hnd Nagar Haveii) Scheduled Castes 
Order, 1962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveii)

4. Any permanent or temporary regularly appointed officer 
who satisfies the following conditions shall be eligible to 
appear at the examination and compete for vacancies in 
Grade 1 IT of the Stenographers’ Service corresponding to their 
Clerical Service only i.e. f LDCs/UDCs of C.S.C.S, will be 
eligible for competing for vacancies in Grade III of the 
CSSS only; L*D,Cs/U.p.Cs of A.F.H.Q. Clerical Service will 
he eligible for competing for vacancies in Grade III of 
A.F.H.Q. Stenographers 1 Service only and officers of Grade 
VT or Grade V of I.F.S, (B) will be eligible for competing 
for vacancies in Grade III or the Stenographers’ sub-cadre of 
KF.S. (B) only.

Regularly appointed officer to the Lower Division 
Grade or the Upper Division Grade means an officer allotted 
to any of the cadres of the Cental Secretariat Clerical Service 
at the commencement of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service Rules, 1962 or appointed thereafter on a' long term 
basis to the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division 
Grade of the Service as the case may be, according to the 
prescribed procedure. 

Category II : The Lower Division Grade or Upper Division 
Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service.
